WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP) 
~-Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, left 
for Korea and Japan last night 
“to survey all aspects of the situa- 
tion” with Gen. Matthew Ridg- 
way, United Nations commander.

Bradley was accompanied by 
Charles Bohlen, counselor of the 
State Department, who is one of 
the top United States experts on 
Russia. 

Bohlen’s presence suggested the 
possibility that the current stale- 
mate in truce negotiations in Ko- 
rea would have a high place: in 
the subjects to be discussed. 

‘Periodic Visit Overseas.’ - 

The Defense Department, hew- 
ever, said the Bradley trip was 
“one of the periodic visits that 
the members of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff make to overseas the- 
aters.” 

It said Bradley left Washing- 
ton by plane at 9:30 o’clock last 
night. 


KING NAMES STATE COUNCIL 
TO ACT FOR HIM IN ILLNESS

LONDON, Sept. 27 (AP)—Bed- 
ridden King . VI today 
appointed a Council of ‘State to 
act for him in royal affairs. 

Members of the council will be 
Queen Elizabeth, Princess Eliza- 
beth, Princess Margaret, the 
King’s brother, the Duke of Glou- 
cester, and the Princess Royal, 
his sister. 

The announcement of the ap- 
pointment of the council was is- 
sued tonight from Buckingham 
Palace. It said the 55-year-old 
monarch, from whom doctors re- 
moved last Sunday all or part 
of a lung, “signed” the warrant 
naming the immediate members 
of his family to act for him. 

A Council of State under Brit- 
ish law can perform any of the 
King’s ordinary functions except 
dissolve Parliament and create 
new peers. 

Earlier today the King’s doc- 
tors said he is stronger and his 
appetite is improving. 

Their morning bulletin, the 
eighth since a serious lung oper- 
ation last Sunday, said the King 
had a better night and that his 
progress is continuing. 

The bulletin, signea by four of 
the King’s doctors, and the sur- 
geon who performed the opera- 
tion, said: 

“After a better night the King 
is stronger, his appetite is im- 


proving and progress continues.” 


A London expert on lung oper- 
ations said today’s report “is as 
good as you could have expected 


for a young, strong man in the 


same circumstances.” 
The Duke of Windsor, who is 


staying at a private home in Lon- 
don, visited the palace at noon 
but did not get to see his ailing 
brother.. Only Queen Elizabeth 
sees the King. It was the first 
palace visit by the former King 
since he arrived Monday from 
Paris. 

The encouraging report was is- 
sued as the Monarch entered a 
new danger period in his fight 
for recovery. 

Reports from inside Bucking- 
ham Palace, which termed the 
next 72 hours “vital,” indicated 
two doctors are keeping a con- 
stant watch. 

Some London medical special- 
ists speculated that today is the 
beginning of the second danger 
period since the operation. He 
passed the first danger phase 
Monday night.

President Truman _ expressed 
the American point of view in a 
personal message to British Prime 
Minister Attlee, which was de- 
livered through the American em- 
bassy at London today. It re- 
plied to an Attlee appeal to the 
President yesterday. 

The American views were given 
to Iran by Ambassador Loy Hen- 
derson who has been in contact 
with Premier Mohammed Mos- 
sadegh who has ordered that 317 
British oil men remaining at Aba- 
dan must either leave by next 
Thursday or be thrown out.

NEW DELHI, Sept. 27 (AP)— 


Neagles have a 3-year-old daugh-

Neagle told officers he was rest- 
ing on au eighth floor fire escape 
at the rear of the hotel and fell 
off.’ In reply to questions he said 
he does not recall why he went 
to the hotel. He was not regis- 
tered, and said he had not gone 
to visit a guest. He insisted, how- 
ver, that he fell from the fire es- 
cape platform while “resting.” 

Ray Karr, manager of the ho- 
tel, received a telephone call at 
8:20 a.m. from someone in the 
neighborhood reporting that a 
man was hanging from the eighth 
floor fire escape. Karr ran to the 
alley, saw Neagle, and shouted to 
him to hold on, police were told. 
Karr then dashed back into the 
hotel -in an effort to reach the 
eighth floor before Neagle lost 
his hold. : 

Pedestrians passing in Grand 
boulevard heard Neagle hit Union 
Electric feeder lines in the alley 
back of the hotel. The force of 
the fall dragged the heavy in- 
sulated wires to the ground, with 
Neagle. sprawled across them. 

A call was sent for firemen and 
police, but a Union Electric em- 
ploye, who was passing in a truck, 
pulled Neagle off the wires be- 
fore firemen arrived. 

Neagie is employed in the re- 
tail stores division of Johnson, 
Stephens & Shinkle Shoe Co., 
4242 Laclede avenue. He told po- 
lice he is an assistant manager in 
the division. His wife, Patricia, 
with whom he lives at the 
McKnight road address, was no- 
tified. 

Mrs. Neagle told reporters at 
the hospital her husband left 
home in good spirits this morn- 
ing, and she presumed he was 
going to his office. She said 
she could not account for his 
presence at the hotel.

—President Truman today tagged 
his opponents B “enemies of 
progress” and said world peace 
and human welfare are 
precious to be made the footballs 
of partisan politics.”

The four 
concluding paragraphs he re- 
served for the women of his own 
party who today are observing the 
thirty-first anniversary of wom- 
en's admission to the executive 
committee of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. 

He told the Democratic women 
that the truth is the best weapon 
the Demc ratic party has, and 
asked them to make it their job 
to “confront the confusers with 
the facts.” 

“The Democratic party is proud 
of its record and its program,” 
he added. “I want you to arm 
yourselves with the facts and the 
truth about that record and pro- 
gram. I want you to see that they 
become known .to everyone in 
your community. There’s nothing 
more important you can do. 
“When the people know the 
truth and the facts, no one has 
to tell them how to vote.”

Civil defense planning in St. 
Louis has reached the stage where 
the selection and design of air 
raid shelter must be considered, 
Raymond R. Tucker, director of 
Civil Defense, wrote the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to- 
day. 

After considering Tucker’s let- 


ter, the board approved a salary 
of $519 a month for the head of 
the fourth sectipn in the city’s 
Civil Defense organization. The 
section head, to be named shortly, 
will co-ordinate plans for estab- 
lishment of sheters and supervise 
the supply, procurement, con- 
struction and sanitation phases of 
civil defense. 

In discussing air raid shelters, 
Tucker informed the board it is 
necessary to determine if areas 
in the lower floors of buildings 
are adequate.

Tucker added that federal 
money for the purchase of de- 
fense supplies will be available 
shortly, requiring co-ordination 
by the head of the fourth section. 
There is no money available at 
present for the building of shel- 
ters.

Report of Loss. 
An outstanding phase of the in-|

phone service to guests. 


This loss was claimed in spite | 
of the surcharges by many hotels| 


for local calls and intrastate toll 
calls. Miller had said that this 
group of hotels collected $11,148 
more per month from guests for | 
telephone service than it paid out | 
in telephone bills at present tele- | 
phone rates — but that there; 
should be considered also $35,406 | 
in other expenses attributed to/} 
furnishing this service to guests. | 

These other exvenses included 
as chief items $19,232 for wages | 
and meals for the hotels’ own tele- | 
phone operators and $12,557 for 
“administrative and general ex- 
penses,” designated “A & G.” 
Mohler’s questioning took out aft- 
er this A & G item, which Miller | 
undertook to explain and defend. | 

How Figure Was Obtained. 

It developed that Miller’s show- | 
ing of the expenses in addition to 
the direct bills from the telephone 
company were allocations rather 
than actual cost records—and that 
his allocation for A & G was 1542 | 
per cent of the total collections | 
from guests by each hotel for | 
telephone charges.

Need for Tightening Procedures. 

As the burdens of the Govern- 
ment increase during this defense 
period, and more and more citi- 
zens enter into business or finan- 
cial dealings with the Govern- 
ment, it is particularly necessary 
to tighten up on our regulatory 

precedures, and to be sure that 
cnitenmiy high legal and moral 
standards apply to all phases of 
the relationship between the citi- 
zen and his Government. 

In operations as large as 
those of our government today, 
with so much depending on of- 
ficial action in the Congress 
and in the executive agencies, 
there are bound to be attempts 
by private citizens or special

the public. Our citizens will be 
able to see for themselves that 
the talk about corruption and en- 
richment in public office is gross- 
jly exaggerated. 

As a general rule, I do not 
like to see public officials, or 
any other particular group, sub-

But 
at the same time, public office 
is a privilege, not a right. And 
people who accept the privilege 
of holding office in the Govern- 
ment, must of necessity expect 
that their entire conduct should 
be open te inspection by the 
people they are serving. With 
all the questions that are be- 
ing raised today about. the 
probity and honesty of public 
officials, I think all of us 
should be prepared to place the 
facts about our income on the 
public record. We should be 
willing to do this in the public 


ments which do not apply te 


interest groups to gain . their 
ends by illegal or improper 
means.

This is a terrible distortion of 
the true facts about our Govern- 
ment. It would be tragic if our 
citizens came to believe it. It 
would be tragic for the American 
people themselves to have such 
an idea about their Government, 
and it would be a ferrible trage- 
dy for all those who serve with- 
ing the Government. None of us 
can afford to let the whole body.

The Air Force has published a 
Matador guided missile. And we 


have the President’s request for a supplemental appropriation of 
more than $400,000,000 for the South Carolina hydrogen bomb plant. 


Maybe there really are wonder 
weapons which will win wars 
miraculously, but it is well to re- 
member that reports about these 
weapons are generally phony. 

For instance, the Matador 
guided missile’s top speed is 
known to be subsonic and its 
guidance system is reported to be 
far from refined. For these rea- 
sons, one of the great experts in 
the field has described the Mata- 
dor as “representing a great in- 
crease in expense but little im- 
provement in performance over 
the,German V-l weapon of the 
last war.” 


Behind the loud Air Force 
clamor about the’ Matador, one 
detects. the tensions of the bitter 
inter-service struggle over con- 
trol of guided missiles. 


Uncertainty of H-Bomb. 

Even the problem of the hydro- 
gen bomb, with its terrible po- 
tentialities, needs to be ap- 
proached in the same spirit of 
skepticism, for it is very far from 
sure, yet, that this weapon is go- 
ing to turn out to be a practical 
proposition. 

The reasons for the uncertainty 
are.simple enough, despite the 
complexities of modern physics. 

In brief, there are two main 
kinds of theoretically possible 
hydrogen bombs. In the first 
kind, plutonium fission will touch 
off a nuclear explosion of the 
very rare super-heavy hydrogen, 
tritium. The possibility of this 
kind of bomb has been pretty well 
proved by the recent test at Eni- 
wetok, in which a _ 100-kiloton 
plutonium bomb, equivalent to 
100,000 tons of TNT, was success- 
fully exploded. This Eniwetok 
bomb will at least provide the 
needed “trigger” for a _ tritium 
bomb. 

In the second main kind of 
hydrogen bomb, plutonium will 
trigger tritium, and tritium will 
trigger a chain reactive nuclear 
explosion in any quantity of 
deuterium which the weapons 
makers may choose to build into 
the bomb, 

This second kind, and only this 
kind, is the wonder weapon with 
theoretically unlimited destruc- 
tive power. | 

If it were not for the possibility 
—the rather slender: possibility— 


, that this second kind jof bomb 
tan some day be built, the hydro- 


less. 
Mathematics of Explosion. 

The figures tell the tale. The 
South Carolina plant now in con- 
struction is designed to produce 
tritium. The production of tri- 
tium takes infinitely longer and 
consumes an immeasurably larger 
quantity of fissionable raw stuff 
than the production of plutonium. 

In terms of explosive power, 
you get a poor return on your in- 
vestment from a tritium bomb. 
Speaking very crudely, the in- 
vestment that probably will be 
needed .to produce a single tri- 
tium bofnb capable of devastating 
an area of 120 square miles, can 
equally well produce about 80 
Nagasaki-type plutonium bombs, 
capable of devastating an area of 
nearly 7000 square miles. 

In contrast to tritium, the com- 
moner form of heavy hydrogen, 
deuterium, can be manufactured 
relatively cheaply and in great 
quantities, but a chain reaction 
of a pure mass of deuterium, 
which would be the heart of the 
atomic bomb of unlimited power, 
takes time to get. going.. The 
whole hideous contraption would 
in fact have to be held together, 
somehow or other, for about 30 
times as long as the Hiroshima 
bomb had to be held together. 
This holding together would have 
to continue for a good many mil- 
lionths of a second—equivalent to 
centuries in the eyes of atomic 
weapons designers—AFTER the 
plutonium and tritium triggers 
had already gone off with fear- 
ful force. 


Reason for Skepticism. 


Certain remarkable 
has recently been made, but it is 
still extremely doubtful that a 
deuterium bomb can be designed 
to hold together in this fashion. 
This was the highly practical rea- 
son why such eminent scientists 
as Dr. Robert Oppenheimer re- 
ported against the hydrogen bomb 
project in 1946. It is still the rea- 
son why it is foolish to rely con- 
fidently on the hydrogen bomb 
as a future wonder weapon.

MAKING U.S DEFENSE 
JOBS ABROAD TAX 
FREE IS UP TO NATO 


PARIS, Sept. 27 (AP)—Ameri- 
can officials said today it would 
take a decision by all 12 North 
Atlantic powers to abolish local 
taxes the United States is paying 
on defense projects it is building 
in western Europe. 

One estimate was that nearly a 
quarter of the building costs was 
for taxes. The French say it’s 17 
per cent. 

United States Congressmen re- 
cently raised the question of such 
tax payments from United States 
gunds. The United States pays 
full French taxes on airstrips, 
roads, barracks and other installa- 
tions built by Americans here for 
mutual defense under the North 
Atlantic treaty.

Much Still to Be Done 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “A Step Forward,” is 
a most welcome word in praise for the 
Army’s march on the road to end color 
discrimination among America’s fight- 
ing men. 

Unfortunately, much remains to be 
done, and in very sensitive areas. Only 
recently, I received the following letter 
from a colored man: 

“Well here I am in Hammelburg, 
Germany, about 53 kilometers from the 
Russian Zone. Yet discrimination is at 
its peak. I don’t want you to think I am 
bitter, because I am not. If I weren't 
careful I’d be in the stockade by now. 
But I am going to continue my fight 
as I did in civilian life. 

“My purpose was to find out just 
what the story is in the Army. I am 
finding out first hand. So far I have 
been at seven different camps. There- 
fofe I have a pretty good picture of 
what is going on over here as well as 
in the states. 

“Of course I realize you al] are very 
busy on the home front. But I do hope 
you. can take a few minutes and give 
me a few pointers on this matter. Here 
is the true story of whatiis going on: 

“In the states white and colored train 
together. When they finish their train- 
ing they become casuals. Which means 
they are broken up and sent to a re- 
placement depot. There, they are evef 
sent overseas together. Sometimes they 
are separated aboard ship in white and 
colored compartments. 

“After arriving overseas they are sent 
to a separation center. There they are 
processed again. The Negroes are given 
a special test. The whites are not. Then 
the Negroes are sent to an all-colored 
unit and the whites are sent to a white 
unit. Some of the colored, or most of 
them, have all white officers, although 
sometimes one or two Negroes are war- 
rant officers. None of the white units 
have colored officers. 

“These are some of the facts. I could 
go on and on but I just want to let you 
know what is happening over here to 
our integrated Army. Just what advice 
is. best? I am looking to hear from you 
soon.” 

If Army men are lacking proper 
clothes, or other equipment, that is 
cause for newspaper publicity. If Army 
men are lacking the equipment for good 
morale that too should be brought to 
public attention, which is why I am

years ago, the new order contains a lot of am- 
biguous gobbledygook,. and President Truman 
says it does not imply censorship. His own in- 
tentions doubtless are good, but censorship is 
bound to result when every agency head is em- 
powered to judge what information endangers 
security, and is not given clear standards on 
which to make his judgment. In these circum- 
stances, many officials will restrict information 
merely to protect themselves from possible criti- 
cism. Their rule will become: “When in doubt, 
withhold the news.” 

The American Society of Newspaper Editors 
protested against the first version of th® order 
and we are glad that it is protesting against the 
new one. The A.S.N.E. accepts, as the Post- 
Dispatch does, the necessity for protection of 
genuine military secrets. But it rightly objects 
to a broadening of “security” to the point where, 
in' the words of its committee, “the net effect 
would be to formalize the suppression of much 
news to which the public is entitled.” 

President Truman owes the country a better 
explanation of why he regards the new order 
as necessary. 

What breaches of security have occurred to 
justify this drastic step? 

What specific situations require it? 

Why is the already broad power of military 
censorship inadequate to protect genuine securi- 
ty matters? 

Let him answer these questions before he ex- 
pects public acceptance of a step away from the 
freedom of information that Americans prize so 


dearly.

An editorial in a recent edition of The 
Saturday Evening Post spoke of the off- 
shore oil issue now before Congress as 
a “grab” by the Washington government.

FROZEN FRUIT BEST 


Most frozen fruits have better 

flavor and texture if packed in 
sugar or sirup than if unsweet- 
ened. Exceptions to this rule are 
rhubarb, gooseberries, currants, 
figs and cranberries, whjch freeze 
as well without as with sweeten- 
ing. 
The best way to pack a fruit 
for freezing depends on how tt 
will be used. Fruit packed in 
sirup generally is best served “as 
is” for dessert; fruit packed in 
dry sugar or weetened is bet- 
ter for pie or other cooking use 
because it is less liquid. Even 
though most unsweetened fruit is 
not of highest quality when 
frozen, it may be packed this way 
for special diets. 


40 Per Cent Sirup. 


The sirup recommended for 
most fruits is a 40 per cent sirup 
—that is, three cups of sugar dis- 
solved in four cups of water. For 
some mild-flavored fruits — such 
as pineapple wedges or canta- 
loupe balls—a less sweet sirup is 
better because it does not mask 
the delicate fruit flavor. In con- 
trast very sour fruits like sour 
cherries’ may need a_ sweeter 
sirup. Corn sirup may replace up 
to a fourth of the sugar in the 
sirup, if desired. An even larger 
proportion of corn sirup may be 
used if the newer, very bland, 
light-colored kind is chosen. 
Honey also may be used to re- 
place one-fourth of the‘sugar in 
the sirup for freezing fruit, but 
only if the family likes its very 
definite flavor which may mask 
the fruit flavor. The very light- 
colored, mild honey will change 
the natural fruit flavor less than 
the strong-flavored type. 

For a dry sugar pack, simply 
cut fruit into a bowl, sprinkle on

How It Started

“Rectify” and “Rector.” 

O rectify an error is to correct 

it, to make it good; the word 

means literally to set right. 
How it enjoyed somewhat wider 
scope in former times is seen in 
Shakespeare’s phrase “to rectify 
my conscience.” 

An interesting first cousin to 
“rectify” is rector, the designation 
in Episcopalian churches for “par- 
son” or “priest.” Specifically, 
the “rector” is the clergyman in 
charge of a parish. And by Eng- 
lish custom the title has been 
extended also to heads of colleges 
and some of the great boys’ 
schools.

‘OMETIMES a table top isn’t 

deep enough for a big lamp 

with a big shade, the top of 
the console in the hall, for in- 
stance, which particularly needs 
a lamp with style.

She 
just tells me I’ve improved some 
since then.” 

Out of school fer a year, Brod- 
erick filled in the time by joinihg 
his parents in a vaudeville tour 
which brought them the 
Orpheum Theater in St. Louis.

[ the early stages of a hand, 


you frequently have to choose 

between playing for out and 
playing to get the pack. Far less 
often do you have the problem 
of whether to go out at once or to 
play on. ; 

For one thing, hands on which 
you are able to go out so early 
are rare. A more important factor 
is this: If your hand is such that 
you can go out early, it is usually 
a bad hand for’ pack-taking pur- 
poses, and you may as well go 
out at once.

ARRIAGE or career? Della isn’t sure, at the age of 24, 
M which one she wants. She’d like to have both. “But 

maybe that isn’t too likely,” she admits. “I wouldn’t 
want to be a failure in either one, and I suppose it’s not easy 
for an ordinary woman to do equally well in both. Yet I 
don’t like to give up the idea of either of them!” 

Psychologist Clifford R. Adams has published a simple 
test which might help you. It is from his new book, “Pre- 
paring for Marriage,” which you'll find useful in many re- 
spects. Ask your public library for it.

. Have you ever wanted a business of your own?

8. Are you either over 26 or above average height?

IN SHORT, “Are you a career woman?” Dr. Adams 
(director of the marriage counseling service at Pennsylvania 
State College) says if you answer YES to 16 or more of the 
above questions, you probably are. He thinks it doubtful 
that marriage alone will satisfy you; in fact, you may prefer 
remaining single. A score of 10 or less suggests that you 
are not a career woman at heart. 

I think this little test might be useful to many wives, too. 
If they answer nearly all of those questions with YES, they 
will do well to begin to concentrate more earnestly and in- 
telligently on the job of home-maker—if they want to succted 
in it. 

As to having both a career and husband-and-children, you 
are quite right, Della, in thinking it’s difficult. Many women 
_ go succeed; but probably a larger number_fail. That doesn’t 
mean that you can’t have plenty of outside interests and make 
an important contribution to human welfare as a wife and 
mother. But it means that if you have to punch a time-clock 
down town, you may not have much time and energy left for 
your home. Perhaps the first thing to do, then, is to ask 
yourself whether you really are a “career woman?”

“I used to go” is fully sanc- 
tioned by all our dictionaries in 
the meaning of “was accustomed 
to go,” and there is no reason 
to try to explain it by logic— 
it just is. 

A caution, however: many peo- 
ple omit the “d” and write “I use 
to live on a farm”; but “use” 
without “d” in written English 
should be avoided. The meaning 
is defined in terms of past tense, 
you will note, as “was accustomed 
to.” Therefore: 

I used to go there (I was ac- 
customed in the past to go there). 

I used to play the piano (I was 
accustomed to play in the past). 

“I'am used to better jobs than 
this (I ‘8 accustomed to better 
jobs ...). 

Of course, in speaking, it is, 
natural for the “d” of “used” and 
the “t” of “to” to merge into 
: I yooz-to, or I 
yooss-to. Though this is permis- 
sible in speaking, the “d” should 
never be omitted in writing. 

Also, there is no way to use 
“used” in a~-negative sense, as 
“I didn’t use (used) to.” ' This is 
the equivalent of saying “I did 
not was accustomed to,” which 
is nonsense. Avoid also “I usen’t 
to.” There are no such contrac- 
tions as “usen’t” or “usedn’t.”

“He is a bad eater, a bad sleep- 
er, bad ‘n his play, bad with oe 
ple—in fact I can say that he’s 
just: an all-round ‘bad boy,’ one 
mother told us when she brought 
her attractive and intelligent, but 
cross-looking, little 3-year-old to 
the Gesell Institute. 


A thorough psychological ex- 
amination and a detailed inter- 
view with his mother brought out 
the fact that this boy was in 
reality a good eater. He had a 
hearty appetite and could feed 
himself nicely. But he tended to 
get stuck with one kind of food 
and’ did not like to shift (that is, 
to make the transition) to new 


foods. So he always made a fuss 
whenever a new food was added 
to his menu. He just wanted to 
go on and on eating the same 
thing for every meal. 

He was also a good sleeper. 
He slept soundly for the “proper” 
number of hours each night. But 
he found it hard to get to sleep 
each night (that is, to make the 
shift from waking to sleep) and 
he also found it hard to come 
awake in th. morning (that is, to 
make the shift back to wakeful- 
ness.) 


x *« * 

AS TO PLAY—he actually 
played very nicely. He could en- 
tertain himself for long periods 
alone. But he found it difficult 
to vary his play. That is, if he 
was playing with his wagon he 
did not want to shift and play 
with blocks. And he found it hard 
to shift from play to any other 
type of activity. 

As to his telations with other 
people, he was “good” with one 
person at a time, but found it 
hard to shift from one person to 
another—for instance, from moth- 
er to the baby sitter. 

So it turned out that this boy 


was not really bad after all. He. 


was merely bad at making transi- 
tions. And this was not, we be- 
lieve, real badness but a definite 
personality weakness. What he 
needed, then, was not scolding or 
punishment when he failed to 
make some necessary transition 
desired by his parents. What he 
needed was real and specific help 
from his parents whenever there 
was a transition to be made. 

If a child cannot see as well 
as he: needs to, we help him out 
by giving him glasses. If he can- 
not by himself make the neces- 
sary shifts from one thing to an- 
other, we should help him here, 
too. 


Fix It Yourself

Removing Grease and Oil Stains. 

OU can splash a lot of things 
sf around,a home without any ill 

effect but when you start toss- 
ing grease and oil around you end 
up with one of the finest stains 
we know of. And getting the 
stains out can be quite a chore 
as you will soon find out for your- 
self. 

The best way to remove grease 
and oil is to wipe up. as 
much as ible with a cloth 
dampened in carbon tetrachloride. 
This takes care of the surface but 
doesn’t touch what has been ab- 
sorbed. For walls and wallpaper 
it’s often possible to pull out the 
remaining grease and oil by cov- 
ering the stain with clean blotting 
paper and then running a warm 
iron over the paper. The heat 
tees the fiom teens: the stale. tatp 
a = which can be absorbed 
by the blotting .paper 

Another trick is to cover the 
stain with. an absorbent powder 


such as fuller’s earth. If the 
stain is on a vertical surface, 
make a paste out of the fuller’s 
earth and carbon tetrachloride so 
it will stick to the surface. 

Dry Portland-cement works 
very well too as an absorbent for 
grease and oil and will:take stains 
out of concrete surfaces. It’s 
éven more effective when mixed 
with carbon tetrachlorjde and ap- 
plied as a paste and then covered 
over. 

Thing to remember about these 
stains is that the longer they sit 
the deeper they penetrate and 
the more difficult they are to re- 
move. Aside from being ugly, 


. grease and oil can damage some 


kinds of composition flooring be- 
yond repair. 


A good way to store window 
screens and storm sashes during 
the off-season is to hang them 
from the basement ceiling joists 
or attic rafters. The same type 
of hanger is fixed to the joists 
or rafters as is used to hang the 


_gsereens and storm sashes in the 


windows.
